URES A NEWSPAPER THIEF. 


oe 

Unterrified by the Threats. of the Man and 
Undiscouraged by the Interloping of a 
Lawyer He Sticks to His Prisoner and 
Forces an Unwilling Policeman to Take 
the Fellow to Jail, Where He Is Booked 
on a Charge of Disorderly Conduct 
Trial Is Today. 

N. Edson Sheldon, a gray-haired, venera- 
ble man 66 years old and an old resident of 
Chicago, distinguished himself yesterday 
morning by chasing down a newspaper thief 
and landing him in a police station. 

In accomplishing this feat Mr. Sheldon 
had to resort to some diplomacy, defy the 
bluff of an interfering lawyer, disregard 

‘threats of violence on the part of the thief, 
who was a husky individual of 200 pounds’ 
weight, and overcome the passiveness of a 
policeman. 

Mr. Sheldon was looking out the window 
of his little cottage, No. 33 Delaware place, 
at 7 o’clock in the morning, when he saw 
Tue THIBUNE carrier enter the Delaware 
Flats, across the street, to deliver Sunday 
papers. The carrier had scarcely left the 
building and driven around the corner of 
State street, when Mr. Sheldon saw a stout, 
well-dressed man enter the flat. He recog- 
nized him as a man he had seen before steal- 
ing newspapers in the neighborhood, and de- 
termined to watch and capture him if possi- 
ble. In a few minutes the man reappeared, 
carrying some papers under his coat. He 
looked up and down the street to see if he 
was observed, and then, going to State 
street, turned north. 

Took Up the Trail. 

Mr. Sheldon took up the trail, following 
the man to Walton place, and thence to 
Dearborn avenue. Here the thief seemed to 
notice he was being followed, and quickened 
his pace. Mr. Sheldon hailed a newsboy as 
if to buy a newspaper, but instead told him 
to look for a policeman and he would keep 
the quarry in sight. 

The man continued to walk north on 
Dearborn avenue, with Mr. Sheldon in his 
wake. Near Oak street the latter met THE 
TRIBUNE carrier who had delivered the 
papers at the Delaware Flats. He told him 
of the theft, and the carrier drove away in 
search of a policeman, Mr. Sheldon still per- 
sistently following his mah. Within a few 
minutes the carrier returned with Patrol- 
man’ Davidson in his wagon and overtook 
the ran near Division street. He still had 
the papers, but protested he had bought 
them down-town. When asked where he 
bought them he could not tell. The police- 
man placed him under arrest, when a man 
who said his name was D. E. Sullivan and 
that he was a lawyer, interfered and told the 
policeman he had no right to arrest the man 
unless he had a warrant or saw him commit 
the theft. Mr. Sheldon said he had seen him 
steal the papers. 


Tried to Get Him Free, 

But the lawyer insisted on his position. 
The policeman let go of the prisoner's arm 
and the lawyer gave him a push and saic: 

‘*Go away now, you are free.”’ 

But Mr. Sheldon was*not satisfied. He 
caught the thief himself’ and persisted in 
his demand that he be taken to the station. 
The thief threatened to knock the old man 
down, but Mr. Sheldon is an old soldier 
and was not to be_bluffed. The lawyer 
threatened the policeman with the loss of 
his position if he arrested the man, and a 
large crowd which had gathered sided with 
the lawyer and the thief. The lawyer 
wanted the policeman to arrest Mr. Sheidon 
for creating a riot and there was an exciting 
time all around. 

Mr. Sheldon was not to be gotten rid of, 
however, and in the end the whole party 
went back to the Delaware flats, where it 
was learned THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE of W. 
L. Mead, a tenant on the second floor, had 
been stolen. 

Then the prisoner was taken to the Chi- 
cago Avenue Station, where Patrolman 
Davidson, probably alarmed af the threats 
of the lawyer, refused to book the prisoner 
or lock him up until he had explained the 
case to Lieut. Reed. Meanwhile the lawyer 
was raising objections, but when Lieut. 
Reed came in a few minutes later ani 
heard the stery he promptly ordered the 
prisoner to a cell. 


Police Act Indifferent. 

Mr. Sheldon was indignant that,the man 
was not promptly locked up, and wanted to 
telephone to Inspector Schaack, but the 
officers in the station would not allow him 
to do so over the police wire. 

The prisoner gave the name of Edward 
Morrison and was booked for disorderly con- 
Later in the day he was bailed out by 
James Lyons, a saloonkeeper at No. 38 
North Clark street, to appear for trial at 10 
o’clock this ‘morning. 

The prisoner is 31 years old and claims to 
be a laborer. There is much indefiniteness 
regarding his real name. He said it was 
Morrison, but a good-looking woman who 
came to the station looking for him and said 
she was his wife asked for Ed Watson, and 
James Lyons, the bondsman, when he saw 
the prisoner said: ‘“‘Why didn’t you give your 
right mame? It’s McDonnell when you're 
pinched for shootin’ craps.’’ 

Morrison was charged with disorderly con- 
duct in acordance with Justice Kersten’s 
rulings. There is a State law defining the 
theft of newspapers as larceny, but as most 
of the offenders are boys Justice Kersten 
has made it a rule to make the punishment a 
on ee the ordinance for disorderly con- 

uct. 

Tenants of the Delaware flats and nearly 
every one living in the neighborhood have 
been annoyed for months past by the disap- 
pearance of their Sunday papers. Unless 
they are at the door ready to receive them at 
the carrier’s hands they get no paper. It 
seems to be the practice of the thieves to 
follow up the carriers, keeping only a few 
minutes behind them, and gather up all the 


papers they can, evidently with intent to 
sell them.

COLORADO GRASSHOPPERS IN DEMAND 


Farmers Cultivating the Consumptive Va- 
riety to Sell in the Northwest. 

Denver, Colo., July 7.—[Special. }—Colora- 
do farmers have struck a new industry that is 
akin to the great works of Pasteur. They 
are engaged in the propagation of grasshop- 
pers to meet a demand from the Northwest. 
Recently ranchmen around Brightoa and 
Greeley discovered the vast fields of ‘hop- 
pers had perished from some cause unknown. 
Some of the wiseacres were not satisfied with 
the cold fact and sought to have their curiosi- 
ty gratifiea by an opinion from the professors 
of the State Agricultural College. Prof. C. 
P. Gillette, State Entomoligist, reported 
as follows: 

I have just concluded a microscopical ex- 
amination of the body fluids of the grasshoppers 
sent and find them literally covered with count- 
less millions of a minute bacillus. In other 
words the ‘hoppers are dying not from the at- 
tacks of a parasitic insect, but from a contagious 
disease caused by minute germs similar but not 
exactly like the germs t cause such dis eases 
as cholera, anthrax, and tuberculosis in the 
higher animals. It is possibie the disease wil ! 
destroy the greater number of the ‘hoppers in 
the country west of the Missouri River. Itis 
doubtful if anyth can be done to hasten or 
increase the spread of the disease. 

Since the foregoing diseovery the farmers 
of the Northwest have been informed of the 
natural araseee and have been sending 
orders to northern district of Colorado 
for supplies of infected "hoppers. Yesterday 
several hogsheads of "hoppers were sent out, 
and orders remain for all that can be sup- 
plied, The stock has been reduced so there 
is not a ’hopper left and the farmers are now 
cultivating the pest, which they recent'!y 
dreaded, As the young ‘hoppers hatch out 
they are placed in a barrel lined with ‘dead 
ancestors’’ and the infection is communi- 
cated to the young brood, which are then 
shipped North in a tively condition. Dead or 
alive on arrival at the destigation does not af- 
fect the death-dealing qualities of the bacilius, 
for it gets in its work and quickly decimates 
entire counties and leaves the pest in a highly 
innocuous coudition.

Denver, Colo., July 7.—({Special.}—*“ Is val- 
uable time wasted in the earlier years of 
the child's education?’’ The assertion is 
frequently made that there is criminal waste 
of time in the primary grades of our public 
schools, that ‘“ essentials’’ of elementary 
education might be acquired by the children 
in much less time than is now spent upon 
them, and those who make the assertion 
claim the age of admission to High School 
studies might be lowered by two or three 
years, and that the child might be ready for 
college so much sooner. This change is de- 
manded in the interest of economy. I have 
no doubt that much precious time is wasted 
in all education, and certainly economy de- 
mands that all waste be stopped. But I do 
not believe sych a shortening of the course 
as is advocated is economy atall. Economy 
is not merely saving, but wise and frugal ex- 
penditure. It should bé effected in our pub- 
lic school curriculum, not by shortening, but 
by enriching, by remodeling it according to 
the doctrine of the Worthwhile. Reading 
and writing are not the most important ele- 
ments even of elementary education. They 
are but the forms of education, and are only 
valuable with reference to a worthy con- 
tent. Fill the curriculum with matter 
which it is worth while for the child’s mind 
to dwell upon and teach the form as inci- 
dental to that, and the time spent in acquir- 
ing these arts will not be wasted, even if it 
be not shortened. Secondary studigs should 
not be thrust upon a primary d. The 
child is entitled to his childhood and should 
not be robbed of it that he may be too 
hastily put forward into the cares and re- 
sponsibilities of maturity. But this child- 
hood should not be wasted on the bare forms 
of education. Rather it should be enriched 
with all the ennobling influences possible. 
This is true economy. C. B. GILBERT,

BIG CROWDS LEAVE FOR THE EAST, 


Extra Cars Added te Carry Delegates to the 
Christian Endeavor Convention. 

Every train out of Chicago going towards 
Boston yesterday was crowded with passen- 
gers.

SANDWIOH WAGON MEN AND REE&- 
TAURATEURS IN OONFLIOT 


Proprietors of the Perambulating Victual- 
ing Vans Say They Are in the Busi- 
ness to Stay—Claims Made That They 
Have a Perfect Right to Do Business= 
Eating- House Koepers Complain, How- 
ever, That They Interfere with Their 
Legitimate Trade—Views Pro and Con. 


“Will dey run us out? Weil I should say 
nit,’’ and Bobby Howe, who works for an all 
night sandwich wagon man in Halsted street, 
paused reflectively, ‘*O’ course | don’t know 
nothin’ about nothin’ ’cause I don’t run this 
shootin’ gallery. I’m jes’ a sort of hired 
girl, see? I washes de dishes and slings hash. 
But I want to bet if de restaurants run us out 
dey’ll have to git up early in de morning, 
and,”’ continued Bobby philosophically, ** dat 
won't do no good, for we're all trew bisness 
then.’’ 

The reporter for Tae Trisuxe who bad 
made a trip .to the vicinity of Halsted and 
Madison streets to inquire into the merry war 
that is rag.ng between the night restaurant- 
keepers aud the all night launch wagons de- 
cided that Bobby was a trifle prejudiced and 
that to get. the key to the situation it would 
be necessary to seek further. 

George Fayler, No. 200 West Madison, 
said: ‘Yes, I and William Price are the 
men that made complaint yesterday against 
the night sandwich men and asked that they 
be either suppressed or driven away from the 
vicinity of tne restaurants, which conduct a 
more iegitimate business. We have taxes, 
heavy rents, and other expenses which the 
sandwich men have not, and it is manifestly 
unjust to allow them, just as we have estab- 
lished a business, to puil their wagons across 
our doors and take our trade.”’

he reporter next found John Lang of No.

“I havea wagon at Blue Island and 
Haisted, The reason those fellows are kick- 
ing is because we sel! better things to eat at 
cheaper prices. People walk past half a 
dozen restaurants to eat at anowl wagon. 
Then, too, folks that are if a hurry or haven't 
inuch money can stop a second and for five 
cents get something that they can eat as they 
walk along. We sandwich wagon men have a 
hard time. Igetup at 10 o'clock in the 
morning and spend the day fixing my wagon 
and cooking, go on the street at 8, and don’t 
get to bed until 4 every morning. 
And we do well if we take in 
$3 or $4 a night, out of which come ex- 
penses for wagon, horses, groceries, and 
help. No, we don’t make it a point to get in 
front of restaurants—in fact, you won’t find 
a single owl wagon in front of any of them.”

South Halsted. Mr. Huffman, who. is the 
Allen of the firm, said: “Say, these owl 
wagons are the freebooters of the Halsted 
street main. They cruise about until they 
see a restaurant doing a good business and 
then put on all sail for that place and come 
to anchor right in front and bombard us with 
cheap sand wiches and capture our trade. But 
we are gomg to raise the blockade before 
very long.”’
